Let us hope there 
may be no more failures; that at the end of 
the present voyage we may be able to congra- 
tulate all we have mentioned on their success, 


and save a little corner to say the like for 
ourselves. We shall conclude by thanking 
our numerous readers for their kind support, 
and trust they will have no just cause to 
withdraw it. We must allude to the many 
correspondents who have continually favoured 
us with very important information, and beg 
to render them our poor thanks and a happy 
new year to all. 








METROPOLITAN THEATRES. 


DRURY LANE, 

On Monday the ‘ Road to Ruin” introduced 
to the London boards Mr. Basil Baker of pro- 
vincial celebrity, in the character of Old Dorn- 
ton, this gentleman's acting was marked by a 
correct representation of the sober city ban- 
ker. There was nothing to praise in parti- 
cular, and little to condemn, yet his perscnation 
of the character had not that breadth and 
colouring we have been in the habit of wit- 
nessing in many other artists; there was not 
sufficient force and pathos in his acting to 
work upon the feelings of the audience to make 
them feel a desire to witness a repetition of it. 
We must see him in some other part before 
we can give a decided opinion of his qualifica- 
tions. Mr. Anderson as Young Doraton acted 
with great spirit; he appeared to be labouring 
under a severe cold and hoarseness, which 
marred his efforts considerably ; nevertheless, 
he met with well-merited approbation. The 
Sulky of Mr. Davidge was scarcely audible, 
and he did not seem at home im so large a 
theatre. Mr. Emery as Sidky acted the part 








admirably ; it was the gem of the performance, 
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he was never seen to greater advantage. The 
Widow Warren of Mrs. Winstanley was a 
correct delineation of the coquet, and gave 
ve: y eneral satisfaction thoughout the perform- 
anc ; she will be found a great acquisition to 
the theatre. The character of Sophia was 
played by Miss Baker, whohas many personal 
qualifications for the stage; we could net 
fancy her dialect, having a disagreeable touch 
of the Irish accent ; she displayed much comic 
humour, and was well received. Miss A. 
Lonsdale, a new debutant, made a pretty pert 
waiting-maid. The play upon the whole was 
well received ; the pantomime is now excel- 
lently managed, The house was very full. 
STRAND. 

A most excellent burlesque has been pro- 
duced here; the stylepartaking more of what 
sort of thing used to be. We have first, all 
the gods and goddesses having a disturbance, 
and afterwards paying a visit to earth to thwart 
the intention of Minerva, the goddess of wis- 
dom, who is accompanying Diogenes to all 
parts in search of that rarity—a honest man. 
Among the many good things to be found 
here, are,—Mrs. Stirling, who becomes a 
simple country girl to assist Diogenes in his 
search; Mr. Leigh Murray, who from the 
mighty Jove, turns lecturer on equal rights; 
Mr. W. Farren, who, from the warlike Mars, 
becomes the peace-maker, and puts on the 
unassuming garb of the Quaker; Miss Re- 
becca Isaacs, the loving Venus, who turns 
dress-maker in all the new and improved pat- 
terns—paletots and cigars a la femme; Mr. 
Henry Farren, who, from Mercury, becomes 
linen-draper, at an alarming sacrifice; Mr. 
C. Bender, who, as the Railway King, puts 
Vulcan in the shade; Mr. Henry Butler, who, 
from the jovial Bachus, becomes street parson 
and distributor of tracts ; and Mrs. L. Murray 
the sublime Apollo, who declares herself the 
unknown poet of Moses’ mart.—Nothing could 
exceed the applause that most of the hits 
were received with, Many of the lines given 
by Mrs. Stirling contain a moral, and were 
delivered by this delicious actress with much 
taste. Mrs. Leigh Murray is improving ra- 
pidly ; we were very much pleased with her 
impersonation of the tailor poet. Miss Isaacs 
looked pretty, and sang prettier if possible. 
Leigh Murray was admirable, his imitations 
capital, his oratory laughable and truthful. 
Butler, Emery, and Bender, did their best. 
The two Farrens were rewarded with a 
bouquet, 








SADLER’S WELLS. 

The pantomime at this house, which we 
pronounced last week to be an excellent one, 
is now going on in a very effective manner ; 
the opening scenes are of a most brillian 
character. The Floral Palace of youth is 
highly effective, and created a surprise in the 
audience seldom witnessed—all is delight 
instantaneously—the flight of Folly and the 
Fairy Temple are, also, beautifully painted, 
and come on in such rapid succession, that 
the audience is taken by surprise, and the 
applause that follow is astounding; the 
comic scenes are very good; the Smithfield 
Market scene is a regular cut at the corpora~ 
tion, and is only to be cured by Holloway’s 
pills, if not removed, and Mr. Hicks is seen to 
purchase a large quantity of boxes; this hit 
tuld exceedingly well with the audience. The 
stars going to Windsor to play before the 
Queen, is another: Charles Kean is off by a 
special train, and one of the actors is about to 
go with him, which proves to be the Grave- 
digger in “* Hamlet ;” upon being recognised 
by the tragedian, he is told that he is not 
wanted, they do things quite different before 
her Majesty. It will be recollected Mr. Kean 
had the play of “* Hamlet” performed before 
her Majesty, leaving out the grave-digging 
scene. Ridgway, the Clown, is now quite at 
home, and his comic singing adds materially 
to the success of the pantomime; Young 
Thorne, as the Sprite, does some very extra- 
ordinary feats in the tumbling style, and is 
deservedly applauded, and C. Fenton, in his 
postures with the Clown, is very praiseworthy. 
Miss Kirby is an efficient Columbine, and 
does many very elegant postures, while Gri- 
mani, as Pantaloon, brings up the rear capi- 
tally. The pantomime must be seen to be 
appreciated, The theatre is most respectably 
attended. 

ADELPHI. 

The Christmas piece at this house is entitled 
** Frankenstein.” It is an extravaganza 
founded on the novel of that name by Mrs, 
Shelley. It is, of course, a burlesque, though 
certainly not capable of ranking with many 
others of the same class which have been pro- 
duced at the Adelphi. We have only space 
to allude to the main feature of the action. 
Frankenstein, by Wright, is an ambitious 
student of the arts. We find him in his studio, 
in the act of putting the last touch to a Model 
Man, Paul Bedford, whom he is anxious to 
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endow with life and action. Zamiel, O. Smith, 
looking out sharply for “* ajob,” furnishes the 
artist with an elixir vite, which, on being ad- 
ministered to the Model, at once confers upon 
that redoubtable work of art all the privileges 
of locomotion. But, to the dismay of his 
master, he turns out a very troublesome fel- 
low, and does a great deal of mischief, proving 
indisputably that Frankenstier has bestowed 
undue pains upon that particular portion of 
his mental confirmation, commonly known as 
the “ organ of destructiveness.” He is, 
however, at last subdued by the music of a 
magic flute, obtained from a fairy by O/to of 
Rosenberg, who is Frankenstein's rival in the 
love of one Agatha, the beauteous daughter of 
a great German baron; and Zamiel, the prime 
mover of all the mischief and strife, is entirely 
frustrated, and ‘‘ done up” by the good genius 
Undine. The scenery of this place is good 
throughout—the Bal Masque is exquisitely 
got up, and the concluding display is one of 
the most brilliant that can be imagined. We 
cannot praise the dialogue, either for wit or 
striking pointedness of popular allusion ; and 
the action depends for its amusing qualities 
mainly upon the humourous efforts of Messrs. 
Wright and Paul Bedford. Agatha is played 
by a recent debutante here, Miss Coveney, who 
acted her part with considerable success. The 
house was crowded, and all seemed well 
pleased. 


OLY PIC. 

There cannot be two opinions that at the 
present moment Mrs. Mowatt is much the 
best Beatrice on the London beards. All the 
noisy portions of the character are invested 
with a gentility that should always be visible 
in the heroine of Shakspere’s “* Much Ado.” 
Mr. Davenport’s Benedick may be fairly ranked 
with our old favorite James Wallack. Mr. 
Belton’s Claudio; Mr. Johnstone’s Don John; 
Mr. Conway’s Don Pedro; and Mr. Ryder’s 
Leonates, are all excellent impersonations. 
Miss Oliver an improving actress played Hero 
with much taste. So much has been so re- 
peatedly said on the Dogberry of Compton 
that it has long held the position of A], 
therefore we have on!y now occasion to praise 
the Verges of Mr. Meadows. We have not 
seen the comedy ‘from top to toe” so well 
supported since Macready’s dynasty at Drury 
Lane. The “Two Gentlemen of Verona” 
has been successfully repeated, Miss Fanny 
Vining’s Julia possesses disctiminating taste 





and genuine pathos. The bounds of nature 
are not transgressed and thus the performance 
becomes a great one. All the other cha- 
racters are well supported. 

CITY. 

Nelson Lee’s pantomime continues to ajtract 
the public in countless numbers, and bids fair 
to rival in its “run” as it does in its “ fun” 
that of any other establishment. We cannot 
commend too highly the care and attention 
displayed towards ensuring the comforts of the 
audience in the front of the house; and the 
saloon under the unceasing activity of the 
polite Mr. Dore merits especial notice from all 
who desire to see the refreshments of life 
served with dispatch, and great moderation of 
charge. 

STANDARD, 

Wilks’s highly popular and interesting 
drama, entitled ‘‘ The Roll of the Battle 
Drum,” still continues to meet with great and 
deserved approbation: Mr. Lyon performs 
the part of Oscar (which as we well remember 
he originally sustained, when the piece was 
first acted at the Adelphi) as admirably as 
formerly, and gifted Mrs. Honner forms one 
of the best Emi/ie’s we recollect to have seen: 
the pantomime of the ‘ Magic Tea Pot” 
improves nightly, and the remarkably clever 
performance of Miss Eliza Terry in the open- 
ing really deserves unqualified praise. The 
whole performances evidently please greatly 
the numerous patrons of this popular theatre. 

QUEEN’S. 

The holiday entertainments at this pleasing 
and well-managed establishment have been 
marked with the usual taste, skill, and libe- 
rality of the esteemed manager, and have met 
with a very decided amount of public approval 
and patronage. The pantomime entitled the 
“ Sleeping Beauty in the Wood,” is as usual 
upon a scale of splendour but little consist- 
ent with the sinall size of the house, and may 
be fairly described as the best of the season, 
and causes continued bursts of fun and merri- 
ment from the beginning to the very termina- 
tion ; the opening is amusing, and the scenic 
department remarkably well attended to, as it 
invariably is at this popular theatre; in the 
harlequinade the hits at ‘* folly as it fiies ” are 
numerous, pointed, and just, and as the artists 
are agile and clever, we may fairly congratu- 
late Mr. James upon having produced one of 
the very best pantomimes of the present sea- 
son. ‘Lhe house has been crammcd n‘ghtly. 
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MADAME TUSSAUD'S. 

This exhibition has been densely crowded 
from morning to night. On boxing-day it 
was found necessary to have additional police- 
constables on duty in the street to prevent 
accidents. The large room, with its gorgeous 
groups of departed royalty, its vast variety of 
pedestaled subjects, and its many-coloured, 
picturesque, and splendid appointments and 
arrangements, presented a coup d’ceil of won- 
drous brilliancy and effect. To the morbidly 
curious the Chamber of Horrors presented 
new objects in the miscreants Rush, and Man- 
ning and wife. Madame Tussaud and her 
coadjutors are indefatigable in their exertions 
to sustain the popularity which their exhibi- 
tion has deservedly acquired. 

LONDON MECHANICS’ INSTITUTION. 

The elocution class gave their regular en- 
tertainment on Friday last to a very full thea- 
tre. Looking at the display as a whole, we 
do not think it equal to many others we have 
been invited to attend here, Most of the 
parties were more or less imperfect, a circum- 
stance that materially injures the effect that 
ought to be produced. Mr. Potter’s delivery 
of “Our Next Door Neighbours,” and the 
scene from the ‘ Hunchback ” was the best 
of the evening. A Prologue written by Mr. 
Potter was spoken by Mr. Carter, it was not 
remarkable for originality, but would certainly 
have told better had the points been seized 
with more eagerness. The same jog-trot 
delivery ran through “‘ Frank Hayman,” and 
“* Beth Gélert.” We hope to find more spirit 
among our young friends when next we meet.

Queen's Theatre.—Our last number would not 
permit us to notice this once popular place of resort, 
iu consequence of the over-abundance of n atter 
in hand, arising from the usual Christmas amuse 
ments. Most of our readers will, doubtless, be much 
pleased to learn that Mr. David Prince Miller 
(late lessee of the Adelphi Theatre, Glasgow, and 
author of the Life of a Showman), has made his 
debut before a Manchester audience—in perhaps 
the most difficult of characters—as lessee of the 
Queen's Theatre, anid we do not lisitate to predict 
for him a long and secersful season, knowing, as 
we do, that his we'l-known abilities, as manager, 
must eventually claim for him a considerable 
amount of public patronage and supp rt, inde- 
pendent of the talint that he may engage.

Grand Concert, Free Trade Hall.—On the eve- 
ning of Christmas day, Handel’s grand oratorio of 
‘* Judas Maccabeus” wasgiven, the chief attraction 
being in the appearance of Mr. Sims Keeves as 
principal tenor, The audience was very large, the 
spacious Hall being completely filled. ‘The choral 
portions of the oratorio were rendered in a most 
efficient manner, and gave general satisfaction. 
M.. Reeves was in excellent voice, and was rap- 
turously received, althouzh he might have chosen a 
more suitable opportunity for presenting himself, 
which was during the performance of a chorus, 
much to its interruption. The recitative commenc- 
ing, “ ’Tis well, my friends,”’ with the air following, 
was very finely given, and won him a deserved 
encore. But the greatest ‘* hit’? made, wasin the 
recitative and air commencing ‘‘ My arms,” &c., 
in whi h herolled out the fine notes of his voice, 
with sach thrilling effect and powerful expression, 
that te vast audience rose “ en masse,’’ applaud- 
ing vociferously and demanding an encore.

The 
voices of Miss Lucombe and Miss Lanza did not 
harmonize very well together, else the duetts would 
have becn better appreciated. Miss Lucombe po:- 
sesses a sweet, clear voice of considerable compass, 
and was admired in the air “ Pious Orgies,’’ and 
‘From Mighty Kings.” which were sung in a 
charming manner, the latter receiving an encore. 
Great praise was due to the leader, Mr. C. A. Sey- 
mour, the organist, Mr. D. W. Banks, and the 
conductor, Mr. Lavenu, for the very efficient dis- 
charge of those duties on which the success of the 
concert so much depended.
